I t is im possible to obtain 
a copy of th e ir b ill as it now stan d s 
am ended to m eet th e dem ands of th e 
dissatisfied se n ato rs as expressed in 
th e recen t caucuses, b u t it is rep o rted 
th a t a sm all d u ty of 15 per cen t has 
been placed on wool, th a t iron ore is 
to g e t 40 cen ts per ton, and th a t th e 
d u ty on coal has been placed a t th e 
sam e figure. 
T he rete n tio n of coal 
an d iron on th e d u tia b le list m ay in­ 
volve a corresponding advance, by 
w ay of com pensation, on m anufac­ 
tu re s of iron an d steel. 
Those w ho are opposed to th e re ­ 
vival of th e incom e ta x continue to 
u rg e th e elim in atio n of th a t featu re of 
the bill, b u t th e ir appeals are not 
likely to m eet affirm ative response. 
A 
vote upon strik in g o u t th a t fea tu re 
w ill undoubtedly be had in th e senate, 
b u t as m any rep u b lican s favor its re ­ 
ten tio n success w ill n o t a tte n d th e 
effort to strik e out. 
If elim in ated p ro ­ 
vision w ould have to be m ade to m eet 
th e deficiency th u s created in th e ag­ 
g reg ate of th e revenue to be raised by 
th e bill. 
T his could be read ily ac­ 
com plished by in creasin g th e tax on 
w hisky, beer an d tobacco and m aking 
a slig h t increase in th e an n u al license 
charged m an u factu rers and dealers in 
those articles. 
Indeed, th e resto ratio n 
of the d u ty on sugar, th e re te n tio n of 
th e d u ty on coal an d iron and th e in­ 
creases rep o rted to have been m ade in 
th e rate s of th e house bill, to g eth er 
w ith an advance of 30 cents per gallon 
on d istilled spirits, are in them selves 
sufficient to m eet th e deficiency th a t 
w ould be created by th e elim in atio n of 
th e incom e tax. 
T here is not, how ­ 
ever, th e slig h te st prospect th a t th e 
incom e ta x w ill be strick en from the 
bill.

There was only ono complete die 
mado for the purport of coining 
money by tho “Confederate .State? 
of America,” that for a ono-cent 
piece, which was made by Lovett, 
the Philadelphia engraver, in 1861. 
After ho had finished the dies Mr. 
Lovett found th at ho was unable to 
send them to the persons th at had 
ordered tho work done, and becom­ 
ing alarmed, he “ struck off" twelve 
nickel cents and then careful y se­ 
creted both coins and dies. 
For 
twelve long years the engraver kept 
his secret, which was finally revealed 
through an accident. 
Ono day, in 
1873, He went to the hiding plr.ee of 
his rare coins and selected one for a 
pocket-piece, and w ithin the month 
passed it out unknowingly to Hazel- 
tine, tho Philadelphia 
restau ran t 
keeper. 
This man knowing the piece 
to bo Lovett’s work, sent it to J. CL 
Randall, the coin collector. 
After 
some little difficulty Hazeltine and 
Randall succeeded in buying the die, 
and from it they struck fifty-five 
copper pieces, twelve in silver and 
seven in gold. 
This accomplished, 
they m utilated the dies, and coin 
dealers now hold Confederate cents 
a t a very high figure.

to-day, the preacher brought out the 
radical tru th s of the Christian religion. 
I t was Sacram ental day in the T aber­ 
nacle. 
The subject of the serm on was 
“Christ the Conqueror,” the text being 
Isa. 63 : I: “ Who is this th a t com eth 
from Edom, w ith dyed garm ents from 
Lozrali? this th a t is glorious in his 
apparel, traveling in the greatness of 
his stren g th ?” 
Edom an d Bozrah, h av in g been the 
scene of fierce b a ttle , w hen 
those 
w ords are used here o r in any o th er 
p a rt of th e Bible, th ey are figures of 
speech se ttin g fo rth scenes of severe 
conflict. 
As now w j o ften use the 
w o rd W aterlo o to describe a decisive 
c o n te st of any kind, so th e w ords 
B ozrah and Edom in th is te x t are 
figures of speech descriptive of a scene 
of g re a t slau g h ter. 
W hatever else 
th e p ro p h et m ay have m ean t to de­ 
scribe, he m ost certain ly m ean t to de­ 
p ict th e L ord Jesu s Christ, 
saying, 
“ W ho is th is th a t com eth from Edom, 
w ith dyed garm en ts from 
Bozrah, 
tra v e lin g 
in th e 
g reatn ess of his 
stre n g th ? ” 
W hen a g en eral is a b o u t to go o u t to 
th e w ars, a flag an d a sw ord are p u b ­ 
licly preserved to him and th e m aidens 
b rin g flowers, and th e y o ung m en load 
th e cannon, and th e tra in s ta rts am id 
a huzza th a t drow ns th e th u n d e r of 
th e w heels and th e sh riek of th e w his­ 
tle. 
B u t a ll th is w ill give no idea of 
th e ex citem en t th a t th ere m u st have 
b een in heaven w hen C hrist sta rte d 
o u t on th e cam paign of th e w orld’s 
conquest, 
lf th ey could have foreseen 
th e siege th a t w ould be laid to him, 
an d th e m altre a tm e n t he w ould suffer, 
a n d th e b u rd en s he w ould have to 
carry , an d th e b a ttle s he w ould have 
to fight, I th in k th ere w ould have been 
a m illion v o lunteers in heaven w ho 
w ould have insisted on com ing alo n g 
w ith him ; b u t no, th ey only accom ­ 
panied him to th e gate, th e ir la st 
sh o u t h eard clear dow n to th e earth , 
th e space betw een th e tw o w orlds 
b rid g ed w ith a g re a t hosanna. 
You 
know th ere is a w ide difference be­ 
tw een a m an 's g oing off to b a ttle an d 
com ing back again. 
W hen he goes off 
it 
is 
w ith ep au lets 
u n tan g led , 
w ith b a n n e r unspecked, w ith horses 
sleek 
and sh in in g 
from 
th e 
groom . 
A ll th a t 
th ere 
is 
of 
stru g g le 
and 
pain 
is 
to 
come 
yet. 
So it w as w ith Christ. 
He had 
n o t y e t fo u g h t a b attle. 
He w as s ta r t­ 
in g out, an d th o u g h th is w orld did n o t 
give him a w arm -h earted greeting, 
th ere w as a g en tle m o th er w ho folded 
him in h er arm s; and a babe finds no 
difference betw een a stab le and a 
palace, betw een co u rtiers and camel- 
drivers. 
As Jesu s stepped on th e stage 
of th is w orld, it w as am id angelic 
sh o u ts in th e galleries and am id th e 
k in d est m atern al m in istratio n s. 
B ut 
soon hostile forces b egan to gather. 
T hey deployed from th e Sanhedrim . 
T hey w ere d etailed from th e stan d in g 
arm y. 
T hey cam e o u t from th e Ce­ 
sarean castles. 
T he vagabonds in th e 
stre e t joined th e gentlem en of th e 
m ansion. 
Spirits rode up from hell, 
an d in long array th ere cam e a force 
to g eth e r th a t th re a te n e d to p u t to

Jesu s now seeing th e b a ttle 
g ath erin g , lifted his ow n stan d ard ;

No w onder th ey 
asked him to surrender.

n o t su rren d er, he could n o t apologize, 
h e could n o t tak e any back steps.

h ad come to strik e for th e deliverance 
o f a n enslaved race, and he m u st do 
t^ e w ork. 
T h en th ey sen t o u t th eir 
p ick ets to w atch him. 
T hey saw in 
w h a t house he w ent, an d w hen he 
cam e out. 
T hey w atched w h a t he ate, 
a n d w ho w ith; w h a t he d ran k , and 
how m uch. 
T hey did n o t d are to 
m ak e th e ir final assault, for th ey k new 
n o t b u t th a t behind him th ere m ig h t 
b e a rein fo rcem en t th a t w as n o t seen, 
B u t a t la st th e b a ttle came. 
I t w as to 
be m ore fierce th a n Bozrah, m ore 
bloody th a n G ettysburg, 
involving 
m ore th a n A usterlitz, m ore com bat­ 
a n ts em ployed th a n a t Chalons, a 
g h a stlie r conflict th a n all th e b a ttle s 
o f th e e a rth p u t to g eth er, th o u g h Ed­ 
m und B u rk e’s estim ate of thirty-five 
th o u san d m illions of tho slain be ac­ 
cu rate. 
T he d ay w as F riday. 
T he 
h o u r w as betw een 12 and 3 o'clock. 
T h e field w as a slig h t hillock n o rth ­ 
w est of Jerusalem . 
T he forces en­ 
gaged w ere e a rth and hell, joined as 
allies on one side, an d heaven, rep re­ 
sen ted by a so litary in h ab itan t, on the 
o ther. 
The hour came. 
Oh, w hat a time it 
was! I think th a t th a t day the universe 
looked on. 
The spirits th a t could be 
spared from the heavenly temple, and 
could get conveyance of w ing or char­ 
iot, 
came down 
from above, 
and 
spirits getting furlough from beneath 
came up; and they listened, and they 
looked, and they watched.

Come o u t an d g ree t him, O 
ye people! 
See th e nam es of all th e 
b attle-passes on his flag. 
Ye w ho are 
poor, read on th is ensign th e story of 
C hrist's 
h ard cru sts and pillow less 
head. 
Ye w ho are persecuted, read 
here of th e ruffians w ho chased him 
from hik first b re a th 
to his la st 
M ighty to soothe y o u r troubles, m ighty 
to b alk y o u r calam ities, m ig h ty to 
tread dow n y o u r foes, “ trav elin g in 
th e 
g reatn ess 
of 
his 
s tre n g th .” 
T hough his horse be brow n w ith th e 
d u st of th e m arch, and th e fetlocks be 
w et w ith th e carnage, an d th e b it be 
red w ith th e blood of y our sp iritu al 
foes, he comes up now, n o t ex h au sted 
from the b attle, b u t fresh as w hen he 
w en t in to ib—coming- up from Bozrah, 
“trav elin g in th e 
g reatn ess of his 
s tre n g th .” 
You know th a t w hen A ugustus and 
C onstantine and 
T ra ja n and 
T itu s 
cam e back from th e w ars, w h a t a tim e 
th ere was. 
You know they cam e on 
horseback or in chariots, and th ere 
w ere trophies before and th ere w ere 
captives behind, and th ere w ere peo­ 
ple sh o u tin g on a ll sides, and th ere 
w ere g arlan d s flung from th e window, 
and over th e hig h w ay a triu m p h al 
arch w as sprung. 
T he solid m asonry 
to-day a t B eneventum ,

tered w ith the blood of conflict, but 
also th a t they were soaked, th a t they 
were saturated, th a t they were dyed in 
it.

You say you do not 
like that. 
ri hen I quote to you two 
passages of scripture: 
“W ithout the 
shedding* of blood there is no re­ 
mission.* 
“Jn the blood is the atone­ 
m ent.” 
B ut it was not your blood. It 
was his own. 
Not only enough to 
redden his garm ents and to redden his 
horse, but enough to wash aw ay the 
sins of the world. 
O the blood on h^is 
brow, the blood on his hands, the 
blood on his feet, the blood on his side! 
It seems as if an artery m ust have 
been cut. 
There is a fountain filled with Wood 
Drawn from Emmanuel’s veins, 
And sinners plunged beneath that flood

At J o clock to-m orrow afternoon go 
am ong the places of business or toil, 
It will he no difficult thing for you to 
find men who, by their looks, show 
you th a t they are overworked.

aie prem aturely old. They are hasten­ 
ing rapidly tow ard their decease. They 
have gone through crises in business 
th a t shattered their nervous system, 
and pulled on the brain.

shortness of breath, and a pain in the 
back of the head, and a t night an in­ 
somnia th a t alarm s them. 
W bv are 
they drudging a t business carty and 
late? 
l o r fun? 
No; 
it would be 
difficult to extract any Amusement 
out of 
th a t 
exhaustion. 
Because 
they 
are 
avaricious? 
In 
many 
cases no. 
Because th eir own 
per­ 
sonal expenses are lavish? 
No: a few 
hundred dollars would m eet all their 
wants. 
The simple fact is, the man is 
enduring all th a t fatigue and exasper­ 
ation, and w ear and tear, to keep his 
home prosperous. 
There is an invisi­ 
ble line reaching from th a t store, from 
th a t bank, from th a t shop, from th a t 
scaffolding, to a quiet scene a few 
blocks, a few' miles away, and there is 
the secret of th a t business endurance. 
He is simply the cham pion of a home­ 
stead, for which he wins bread, and 
w ardrobe, and education, and pros­ 
perity, and in such b attle ten thou­ 
sand men falL 
Of ten business men 
whom I bury, nine die of overwork for 
others. 
Some sudden disease finds 
them w ith no power of resistance, aud 
they are gone. 
Life for life. 
Blood 
for blood. 
Substitution! 
At I o’clock to-m orrow morning, the 
hour when slum ber is m ost u n in ter­ 
rupted and m ost profound, w alk amid 
the dw elling-houses of the city. Here 
and there you will find a dim light, 
because it is the household custom to 
keep a subdued lig h t burning; but 
m ost of the houses from base to top 
are as dark as though uninhabited. A 
m erciful God has sent forth the arch­ 
angel of sleep, and he puts his w ings 
over the city. 
B ut yonder is a clear 
light burning and outside on the w in­ 
dow casem ent a glass or pitcher con­ 
taining food for a sick child, the food 
is set in the fresh air. This is the sixth 
night th a t m other has sat up w ith 
th a t sufferer. She has to the last point 
obeyed the physician’s prescription, 
not giving a drop too much or too lit­ 
tle, or a m om ent too soon or too late. 
She is very 
anxious, for she has 
buried three children w ith the same 
disease, and she prays 
and weeps, 
each prayer and sob ending w ith a kiss 
of the pale cheek. By dint of kindness 
she gets the little one through the 
ordeal. 
A fter it is all over, the moth- J 
cr is taken down. 
Brain or nervous 
fever sets in, and one day she leaves 
the convalescent child w ith a m other's 
blessing, and goes up to join the three 
in the kingdom of heaven. Life for life. 
Substitution! 
The fact is th a t there 
are an uncounted num ber of m others 
who, after they have navigated a large 
fam ily of children through all the dis­ 
eases of infancy, and got them fairly 
started up the flowering slope of boy­ 
hood and girlhood, have only strength 
enough left to die. 
They fade away. 
Some call it consumption; some call it 
nervous prostration, some call it inter­ 
m itten t or m alarial disposition; b u t I 
call it m artyrdom of the domestic cir­ 
cle. 
Life for life. 
Blood for blood. 
Substitution! 
Or perhaps the m other lingers long 
enough to see a son get on the w rong 
road, and his form er kindness becomes 
rough 
reply 
when 
she 
expresses 
anxiety about him. 
But she goes 
rig h t on, looking carefully after his ap­ 
parel, rem em bering his every b irth ­ 
day w ith some memento, and when he 
is brought home w orn out w ith dissi­ 
pation, nurses him till he gets well 
and starts him again, and hopes, and 
expects, and 
prays, and 
counsels, 
and suffers, until her strength gives 
out and she fails. 
She is going, and 
attendants, bending over her pillow, 
ask her if she has any message to 
leave, and she m akes great effort to 
say something, b u t out of three or 
four m inutes of indistinct utterance 
they can catch but three words, “My 
poor boy!” 
The simple fact is she 
died for him. 
Life for life. 
Substitu­ 
tion! 
A bout thirty-three years ago there 
w ent forth from our homes hundreds 
of thousands of men to do b attle for 
their country. 
All the poetry of w ar 
soon vanished and left them nothing 
but the terrible prose.
